1. Claim 1 has been amended for further examination. Claims 7 and 8 have been canceled. 
After further review and consideration, the examiner has withdrawn the allowable subject matter 
from the previous office action. A second non-final rejection is given below. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 


The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 


The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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2. Claims 1-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In Claim 1, it is not understood, how the applicant is “forming said 
looped binding element immediately before the inserting step ”, and “forming a plurality of loops 

in the looped binding element in a row., and inserting the loops into the perforations at the 

same time ”. It is also not understood how one can form “a plurality of loops” in an already 
“looped” binding element. Shouldn’t this be “forming a plurality of loops in a pre-formed 
binding element”? Please explain with support form the specification or drawings. 


Allowable Subject Matter 


3. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 2-6 and 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: No 
prior art of record discloses or fairly teaches a process for producing brochures comprising 
determining a thickness of a brochure to be produced and storing the thickness in an electronic 
device; producing a binding element corresponding to the thickness; feeding the wire from a 
spool; bending wire into a flat, multiple loop binding element; cutting binding element and 
conveying it to an insertion device; supplying sheet like material to the insertion device, wherein 
the material has perforations; inserting the binding element into the perforations; bending the 
binding element into a ring-like binding; and including all of the other limitations in the 
independent claims.
